A i»alr of 
rata breeding uninterruptedly for 
threo years without any deaths to 
their progeny would result In that 
time in a colony of over 350 million 
rats. 

Mice are had enough, but the 
brown rat Is infinitely worn? nnd on*- 
can conjecture the toll lie will take 
If he becomes firmly established In 
the greatest granary of the British 
Empire. A few years ago It was 
thought that tho long hard winters 
of western Canada would prove a do 
terrent to colonisation of that coun¬ 
try by rats but they gradually migrat¬ 
ed from the oast and spread over 
southern Manitoba. Now they have 
reached the Qu'Appclle district of 
Saskatchewan, and they are known 
to havo burrowed under a straw stack 
nnd found sufficient shelter for the 
winter. 

The brown rat is omnivorous in its 
diet and eats any thing edible, veget¬ 
able or animal, even leather and 
fabrics. It attacks poultry, destroy¬ 
ing eggs and chickens; fish and fruit 
arc equally acceptable with all kinds 
of meat, groceries and vegetables; it 
will eat its own weaker brothers and 
sisters if pressed for food and has 
not infrequently attacked helpless hu 
man beings, it visits sewers and 
other filthy places carrying and scat¬ 
tering tho germs of disease. 

The gopher is pest enough without 
this latest intruder which in 1L 
omnivorous habits and disease 
carrying propenMtles ranks as far 
more dangerous. The whole of Can¬ 
ada should rise up and wipe out these 
pests and evidence is not laeki.g 
that the war is on in earnest In somo 
municipalities, where bounties on rat 
tuils have been announced. Individ¬ 
uals should not wait for a bounty, 
however, but should declare war on 
the first Invasion of their territory 
and with widespread recognition of 
the danger and concerted action lr 
ought to be possible for a young and 
vigorous country In which settlement 
ls not too dense to win out, even 
though older and more thickly popu¬ 
lated countries, hampered by ancient 
sanitary systems and less modern 
living conditions have failed.

McGill 1 diversity has decided to 
give a complete course In Canadian 
history for the first time In the rec¬ 
ord of that Institution.

Statistics Shaw Millions Spent Yearly 
on Flowers and Shrubs 

Each Mir connive year aces n con¬ 
siderable contribution made to tho 
general beautification of Canada 
Evidence of this la disclosed in a re¬ 
cent report Issued by tho Canadian 
Government Itureau of Statistics 
which states that 09.000 rose trees 
were purchaoil last year from whole¬ 
sale growers In the Dominion alone. 

Nine hundred thousand other or 
nnmcntnl trees and shrubs were 
bought from Canadian growers to be 
planted about the houses. Homo- 
makers bought half a million plants 
and many thousands bulbs, and 
of the dozen varieties or rut flowers 
raised by florists, the flower loving 
public took l. r *.000,000 plnnts, paying 
over a million and a quarter dollars 
for them. 

These figures do not Include im 
ported plants and flowers, nor those 
raised by amateur gardeners, a vast 
1y great show Ing. The figures arc 
simply those of tho wholesale trade 
which received over a million and a 
half dollars from the retailers and 
direct purchasers. 

This was the first year of the In 
qulry, and there are hundreds of 
nurserymen who made no returns.

British Navy Officer 

After a search lasting twenty 
years, a British naval ollicer, Com¬ 
mander C. Crawford, declares ho has 
discovered tho lost lands of Oplilr, 
whence the Queen of Sheba brought 
to Solomon her magnificent gift of 
thirty three tons of Incense, spices, 
gold, Jewels, apes, peucocks, pearls 
and other valuables. Lecturing to the 
United States Institution, Com¬ 
mander CrawfoTd said he found tho 
city of Ophir exactly where it ought 
to be—in Arabia, about 400 miles 
east of Aden. 

Tho city, with its ruined temple of 
God, is now little mure than ruins, 
which have been visited by many 
seuimu and political ngents, he said, 
but they have never identified it. The 
commander suggested that excava¬ 
tions on the site would be richly ro* 
paid, and said that the laud, which 
was minerally wealthy, should be de¬ 
veloped. 

“The city is ideally situated.” I 10 
said. “It lias a harbor to tho north 
and lias a river which gives wharf 
space for a seaport. But a thin rib¬ 
bon of coral sand is drawn across tho 
harbor mouth. It Is this strip of sand 
that strangled tho life of Ophir. 
There is great wealth in Ophir still. 

“Palestine now’ is the Palestine of 
King Saul. It lies in our power to 
develop the laud to tho prosperity of 
Solomon. There are gold mines and 
precious stones in tho ground, a veri¬ 
table Transvaal there.”

Tho sacred 
books of Tibet, produced in this way, 
are regarded with the greatest rever¬ 
ence.

Pliny, in one of his works, wrote 
about this honey. Xenophon in the 
Anabis tells of the trouble that, bo fell 
Greek soldiers after eating pontlc 
honey. Strabo also refers to it when 
ho writes of the lleptakometes over¬ 
powering Pompey’s troops by placing 
honey-filled dishes along the paths 
taken by the soliders.
